puts teeth into law is the fact 
that the vehicte used to haul the 
trash may be seized and sold by 
authorities in lieu of fine 
money. 


In an account of the death of 


the Washington (D.C.) Daily 
News, appearing in this week's 
Editor ft Publisher, house 
organ of daily newspapers, 
Alfred Friendly gave this 
description of a most versatile 
editorial staff:

I heard a similar story while 


in the School of Journalism, 
Columbia University. One of 
our professors was Charles 
Cooper, former night managing 
editor of the New York morning 
Herald-Tribune. Cooper said 
one man on the staff was an 
expert on Palestine, although 
the worth of this expertise was 
doubted by all the other men in 
the city room. 


Then Gen. Alknby marched 


into Palestine with a British 
army—and our scholarly 
reporter was the hottest 
Journalistic item in New York. 


That's how it goes in the 


newspaper world.

SAIGON (AP) — Communist 


forces rained scores of rockets 
on Da Nang and Chu Lai today, 
killing or wounding 22 Ameri- 
cans and 72 Vietnamese and de- 
stroying or damaging 16 U.S. 
and South Vietnamese aircraft, 
allied military spokesmen an- 
nounced. 


It was the worst rocket at- 


tack this year on Da Nang, 
South Vietnam's second largest 
city, spokesman said. 


One American airman was 


killed and 21 American airmen 
and Army personnel 
were 


wounded at the Da Nang Air 
Base. 


Field reports said 10 100- 


pound rockets killed 27 Viet- 
namese civilians and wounded 
24 when they landed in a dense- 
ly populated village just outside 
the base. 


Thirty-three other rockets hit 


the base before dawn in two 
barrages about three hours

Poultry growers 
face big hike in 
production costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Poultry growers face rising 
production costs this year be- 
cause of smaller feed grain 
crops and the outlook for larger 
exports of soybeans, the Na- 
tional Broiler Council says. 


The Agriculture Department 


says 1972 corn output will be 
down U per cent from last 
year's record crop. Although 
another record year is pre- 
dicted for soybeans, reserves 
are low and future demand 
looks big. 


One factor, the industry or- 


ganization told members, U the 
recently reported sale of one- 
million tons of soybeans to the 
Soviet Union. 


"An industry economist pre- 


dicts firmer corn and soybean 
markets in the coining year, 
with 1972-73 costs of production 
up 0.5 to 0.75 cents per pound" 
over last season, the NBC said. 


The NBC also says a "pos- 


sible turnaround" in hog pro- 
duction next year, meaning 
more pork on the consumer 
market, could spell trouble for 
broiler producers. 


Hog farmers cut back on pro- 


duction the past year, but cur- 
rently high prices and lower 
feed costs point to possible ex- 
pansion again some time next 
year. 
Thus, according to broiler 


trade officials, the rising costs 
of feed plus possible new com- 
petition from 
pork means 


chicken producers can expect a 
round of trouble in the future.

Brief statements issued by 


the U.S. Embassy and by 
Thieu's office said the nearly 
six hours of talks had dealt 
with the "general situation" in 
Vietnam and the peace negotia- 
tions in Paris. 


If there were any significant 


disagreements between Kissin- 
ger and the South Vietnamese, 
they were not revealed by the 
statements, even though they 
were issued separately. But the 
total time consumed by the se- 
crecy-cloaked talks heightened 
speculation that new peace pro- 
posals had been carefully ex- 
plored during the two days of 
meetings. 


The U.S. Embassy statement 


said the talks "provided an op- 
portunity for a general review 
of all aspects of the situation in 
South Vietnam as well as of the 
talks which have taken place in 
Paris with representatives of 
the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam." 


The South Vietnamese com- 


munique said they had "re- 
viewed the general situation of 
the Republic of Vietnam and 
questions related to the Paris 
peace talks." 


Kissinger was smiling and 


appeared relaxed as usual 
when he was seen off at Tan 
Son Nhut Air Base by U.S. Am- 
bassador Ellsworth Bunker and 
Nguyen Phu Due, Thieu's chief 
adviser on national security. 


Kissinger was to stop over- 


night in Tokyo for a meeting 
with Japan's new prime minis- 
ter, Kakuei Tanaka, then fly 
home to report to President 
Nixon at Camp David. 


Newsmen were not allowed 


near the Saigon conferences 
and not even the usual photo- 
graphs of the participants were 
permitted. Kissinger and Thieu 
met for three hours and 45 min- 
utes today and for two hours 
and 15 minutes Thursday. 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - Sen. 


George McGovem wraps up a 
four-day campaign swing 
through the Midwest tonight 
after accusing Henry Kissinger 
of political junketeering and 
calling fellow Democrat John 
B. Connally a stooge. 


McGovem's comments about 


Kissinger came in a sharply 
worded rebuke Thursday to 
White House suggestions that 
the South Dakotan could have 
imperilled the Paris peace ne- 
gotiations by making his own 
inquiries of Hanoi's representa- 
tives about American prisoners 
of war. 


The Democratic nominee told 


newsmen in nearby Racine, 
Wis., that the real threat to the 
peace talks is Kissinger's 
"highly publicised global Junket 
on the eve of the Republican 
convention." 


President Nixon, McGovern 


said, has "manipulated Mr. 
Kissinger and American public 
opinion to appear to be nego- 
tiating when actually he has 
been stalling to prop up Gen. 
Thieu's government in Saigon." 


"That is what is interfering 


with quiet, serious, professional 
negotiating far more than any- 
one else could possibly do," he 
said. 


McGovem's schedule today 


called for only one public ap- 


pearance, a midday tour of the 
Eaton Corp.'s drop-forge plant. 
He was to spend the rest of his 
time filming television spots be- 
fore returning to Washington 
late tonight.

At another point, McGovem 


was asked what blacks he 
would consider for Cabinet or 
other high-level posts. "I think 
we have to have blacks," he 
said. Then he named Mayor 
Richard Hatcher of Gary, Ind., 
Rep. Louis Stokes of Cleveland, 
Rep. Walter Fauntroy of the 
District of Columbia, Georgia 
state legislator Julian Bond, 
and Chicago civil-rights activist 
Jesse Jackson as among those 
on the list. 


Earlier Thursday, the senator 


met with a panel of West Ra- 
cine Catholic church leaders 
and declared he was "exploring 
the means" through which 
parochial schools could receive 
"aid distributed either directly 
or through the tax structure." 


And the senator again called 


upon Nixon to appoint a "na- 
tionally respected special inves- 
tigator" to look into the at- 
tempted bugging of Democratic 
National Committee headquar- 
ters in June. 


This time McGovern sug- 


gested two Republicans for the 
job,

Antibusing bill 
passed by House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Go- 


ing even beyond President Nix- 
on's request, the House has 
voted to ban cross-town busing 
and to allow the new curbs ap- 
plied to old court orders for de- 
segregation. 


Concluding a 12-hour session 


early today, the House passed 
the antibusing bill by a 282-102 
vote. The measure now goes to 
the Senate, where it may die of 
inaction. 


The bill would: 
—Prohibit busing except as 


ihe litst resort for deseg- 
regation. Even as a last resort, 
a child could not be bused far- 
ther than the second-closest 
school to his home. 


—Permit school districts al- 


ready under desegregation or- 
ders to petition a court to re- 
open the case and modify the 
orders to meet the new restric- 
tions. Most such orders involve 
Southern schools. 


Atty. Gen. Richard 
H. 


Kleindienst has said all deseg- 
regation orders could be recon- 
sidered—not just those in- 
volving busing. 


Rep. Albert H. Quie, R-Minn., 


who proposed a similar reopen- 
er clause, said it could result in 
reconsideration of orders dating 
back to the landmark 1954 Su- 
preme 
Court decision 
that 


struck 
down 
"separate-but- 


equal" facilities for blacks and 
whites. 


Nixon's 
original 
proposal 


would have allowed cross-town 
busing—that is, busing past the 
two closest schools—of junior- 
high and high-school students if 
nothing else could bring about 
desegregation. 


It carried the clause allowing 


extension of the new curbs to 
old cases. But that provision 
had been removed by the 
House Education Committee. 


Nixon's backers said the 


House ban against cross-town 
busing threatens Supreme 
Court invalidation of the entire 
bill—if it gets through the Sen- 
ate. 


But Rep. Edith Green, D- 


Ore., author of the amendment 
that wrote both the cross-town- 
busing ban and the reopener 
clauses into the bill, scoffed at 
assertions that she had made it 
unconstitutional. 


"Waving the Constitution is 


the last refuge for those who 
nave lost their case," she said. 


House blacks accused white 


civil-rights activists who op- 


posed segregation in the South 
of turning against them and 
trying to ban busing now that it 
has spread to the North. 


"Man, we don't need you if 


you won't vote with us in the 
clutch," Rep. Ronald V. Del- 
lums, D-Calif., said in a fiery 
speech. "You might as well 
send us a real racist. At least 
we would know where he 
stands." 


Plane is 
hijacked 


VANCOUVER, B.C. (AP) — 


A bicycle-riding gunman de- 
manding delivery of $2 million 
he said would be spent on chil- 
dren crippled in the Vietnam 
war forced a United Air Lines 
jetliner to Vancouver today 
after commandeering 
it at 


Reno, Nev. 


The three-engine Boeing 727 


jet landed at Vancouver Inter- 
national Airport after circling 
the airfield while authorities 
sought to meet his demands, 
which the airline said included 
a small arsenal of weapons, 
electronic gear and gold bars, 
in addition to the $2 million in 
cash. 


The airliner landed at 12:32 


p.m, 
EDT, about 2% hours 


after it was taken over in Reno. 


In Chicago, a spokesman for 


United said the hijacker had 
also demanded that a radio sta- 
tion broadcast a statement to 
the effect that the hijacking 
was part of a concerted effort 
to destroy the United aircraft 
fleet unless the Vietnam war 
was ended. 


United said they had relayed 


such a statement to radio sta- 
tion CJOR in Vancouver, which 
broadcast it. The airline also 
quoted the gunman as saying 
the $2 million he had demanded 
be delivered in $20 and $50 bills 
was intended to aid children 
crippled in the Vietnam war. 


The airline said the hijacker, 


described as a middle-age man 
wearing a ski mask, ordered 
the few passengers who had 
boarded the early 
morning 


flight to San Francisco off the 
plane after rushing it. Also or- 
dered off the flight—No. 877— 
were three stewardesses. 


TheFBI added there was no 


indication where the hijacker 
wanted eventually to go.

DALLAS (AP) - The Rev. 


Ralph David Abernathy, presi- 
dent of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, forma- 
lited his disapproval of the Nix- 
on administration 
Thursday 


night with an endorsement for 
Sen. George McGovern. 


Abernathy also pledged sup- 


port to State Sen. Barbara Jor- 
dan of Houston, Democrat run- 
ning for Congress, and for 
Ramsey Muniz, the La Raza 
Unida party candidate for gov- 
ernor of Texas. 


"Things 
aren't 
right 
in 


Texas," Abernathy said, "so 
we're going to elect Sen. Jor- 
dan and we're going to elect 
Ramsey Muniz. He's a Chicano. 
He's not Mack but he's almost 
Mack." 


Abernathy then added fire to 


a developing feud with Dallas 
Mayor Wes Wise. Abernathy 
had promised earlier in the 
convention to "shake Dallas 
up" and Wise had responded on 
television by saying Abernathy 
was an "outsider" and he was 
glad the SCLC had not invited 
him to welcome its members to 
the city. 


"His name may be Wise, but 


he is very unwise," Abernathy 
told a cheering crowd at the 
State Fair Park bandshell. 
"I'm like Gen. Mac Arthur. I 
shall return. I'm coming back 
and I'm not only going to shake 
up Dallas, I'm going to picket 
and I'm going to boycott and 
I'm going to march to show the 
inequality right here in Dal- 
las." 


Abernathy also joined Miss 


Jordan and Coretta King, the 
widow of the founder of the civ- 
il rights group in deploring the 
continuing Vietnam War. 


"We are sick and tired of 


four years of broken promis- 
es," he said. 


"We have a man in the White 


House who said he is going to 
end the war in Vietnam," Miss 


Jordan said. "The same man 
says he has some black sup- 
port. 1 can't believe any black 
person in the world would sup- 
port Richard Nixon." 


Repeating a theme of "it's 


time for a change," Mrs. King, 
the widow of the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr., accused the 
Nixon administration of being 
unresponsive to the needs of 
the poor and the minorities. 


"I am also convinced the 


President is part of high level 
corruption in the Republican 
party and that reassures me it 
is indeed time for a change," 
she said. 


Mrs. King blamed the war 


for contributing to inflation and 
to the drug problem. 


"This war and its problems 


pain me deeply," she said. 
"There are a lot of heroin ad- 


dicts who got their problem in 
the jungles of Vietnam whose 
names should be added to the 
casualty lists. That's one rea- 
son why I say it's time for a 
change." 


At one of the SCLC work- 


shops, Muniz appealed to the 
civil rights delegates for their 
endorsement, saying, "We have 
both been getting cracked on 
the head. It's the same in- 
justice, the same unemploy- 
ment, 
the 
same dis- 


crimination." 


Muniz said the Democratic 


and Republican parties had 
"sold out the minorities these 
many years." 


"They use us to put them in 


the White House and then they 
leave us in the dog house," he 
said. 


POWs named by Clark 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ram- 


sey Clark has made public the 
names of 17 men who he said 
were American prisoners of 
war held by the Viet Cong. He 
said he has mailed 114 lettters 
from the POWs to their fami- 
lies. 


The letters were given to him 


in Hanoi by the representative 
of the Viet Cong's Provisional 
Revolutionary Government, he 
said. 


"They're from men held by 


the Viet Cong," Clark said in 
an interview. "We don't know 
where they're being held." 


Clark, a former U.S. attorney 


general who returned this week 
from a trip to North Vietnam, 
said the letters were given to 
him Friday night before he left 
the country. 


He has listed the names of 10 


POWS he met while in Hanoi 
and said he has talked by tele- 
phone with all their families.

Shriver: 


A friendly tornado 


HOUSTON (AP) — Demo- 


cratic vice presidential candi- 
date R. Sargent Shriver, com- 
ing on like a friendly tornado, 
made his first campaign stop in 
Texas Thursday and planned 
more appearances today. 


He arrived in Houston, flitted 


over to Beaumont for two and 
one-half hours and then flew 
back here at a pace that left 
his campaign 
organizers 


breathless trying to keep up. 


Tanned, relaxed and almost 


ebullient, Shriver waded into 
crowds to hammer at a theme 
which paints Republicans as 
the party of millionaires, vest- 
ed interests and "Nixonomics." 


In 
news 
conferences, 


speeches and handshaking ses- 
sions, Shriver said he and the 
Democratic presidential candi- 


date, Sen. George McGovern, 
represented the "party with the 
heart", "the party of the 
people." 


Shriver arrived Thursday at • 


the Jefferson County Airport, 
near Beaumont, and shrugged 
off a cordon of Secret Service 
protection to talk with aout 300 
people. They had waited more 
than an hour in the hot sun. 


He laughed and joked and 


waved as he went down a fence 
line shaking hands. 


Shriver paused at a sign held 


by a black youngster. It read, 
"Let George and Sarge take 
charge". He read it carefully 
and then burst into laugh- 
ter. At another point, a group 
of Mexican-Americans called 
"good luck" in Spanish. He re-

A crowd estimated by a fire 


marshal at 1,800 waited more 
than two hours in the non-air 
conditioned Lamar University 
gymnasium to hear Shriver. 


Many in the audience were 


members of Oil, Chemical and 
Atomic Workers Union locals 
and Shriver "s remarks were 
aimed at the working man. 


The Nixon administration, he 


said, in a staccato delivery em- 
phasized by jabbing hand mo- 
tions, is more interested in cor- 
porations than people. 


"They've got ITT, but we've 


got Y-O-U," he said. "They've 
got money, but we've got heart. 
And on Nov. 7, the party with 
heart will beat the party with 
money." 


Shriver said President Nixon 


deliberately increased unem- 
ployment to halt inflation, "but 
he didn't halt inflation... he 
created a recession." 


As a result, he said, Nixon 


has created "inflation, unem- 
ployment and recession. Three 
in one. Nobody has done that 
before. It's a Nixon first."

tacked former Texas Gov. John 
Connally, leader of the Demo- 
crats for Nixon. 


"Connally and his so-called 


democrats will help us win," he 
said. "He'll separate the mil- 
lionaires and make it clear it's 
nothing but millionaires for 
Connally and the people for 
us." 


The crowd roared and whis- 


tled and waved McGovern- 
Shriver signs amid shouts of 
"Right on!"

Anti-McGovern forum? 


MI AMI BEACH, Flfl.(AP)- 


Preliminaries for next week's 
Republican 
convention 
are 


turning into a forum for attacks 
on 
Democratic 
presidential 


nominee George McOovem and 
mark the opening stages in the 
battle for control of the GOP in 
1976. 


A floor fight over the shape 


of the 1976 convention was as- 
sured Thursday when the Re- 
publican National Committee 
approved a delegate allotment 
plan supported by GOP leaders 
and party conservatives that 
favors the smaller, more solid 
Republican states. 


Party moderates, claiming 


states likely to back Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro T. Agnew for the 
1967 Republican presidential 
nomination favor the plan, hope 
to reverse the action at next 
week's convention. Even if they 
fail, the plan is sure to be chal- 
lenged in the federal courts. 


The final public session of the 


Platform Committee produced 
a sharp attack by William 
Ruckelshaus, the Nixon admin- 
istration's environmental chief, 
on McGovem's antipollution 
proposals. 


Other Republicans fired a 


steady barrage of criticism at 
the Democratic nominee for 
sending former White House 
press secretary Pierre Salinger 
to determine whether the North 
Vietnamese still planned to 
hold all U.S. prisoners until the 
Vietnam war ends. 


"His meedling is reckless," 


declared Sen. Gordon Allott of 
Colorado. "Shocking and an ab- 
solute outrage," said Mich- 
igan's Sen. Robert P. Griffin. 


Their criticism and a White 


House statement that the Sali- 
nger mission could jeopardize 
the peace talks were countered 
quickly by the campaigning 
McGovern. 


In Racine, Wis., the South 


Dakota senator said that hopes 
for any serious peace talks are 
being jeopardized by what he 
termed "a highly publicized 
global junket" by national se- 
curity adviser Henry A. Kissin- 
ger on the eve of the GOP con- 
vention.

the major, .unfinished busi- 


ness of convention prelimi- 
naries was drafting a platform 


for Republicans to run on this 
fall. 


First installments due out to- 


day were to deal with military 
and foreign policy and were ex- 
pected to praise Nixon's wind- 
ing-down of the Vietnam war 
and to pledge a cease-fire in In- 
dochina once all U.S. prisoners 
are freed. 


Rep. Margaret Heckler of 


Massachusetts, a member of a 
subcommittee working on a 
women's rights plank, said, 
"there wasn't even much dis- 
cussion" of a proposal to urg- 
ing repeal of laws against abor- 


tion.

The abortion issue still could 


be raised on the floor next 
Tuesday by any delegate, but it 
would take the majority of Six 
delegations to force a roll-call 
on that or any issue. 


Sufficient votes do seem 


available to force a roll-call 
vote on the reapportionment 
plan. Opponents of the plan ap- 
proved on a voice vote by the 
national committee are mostly 
from large, urban states. They 
see a better chance of over- 
turning it in the full convention 
than in the committee where 


each state has three votes. 


The plan adopted by the com- 


mittee gives each state a base 
of votes reckoned from its elec- 
toral vote. But each state car- 
ried by the GOP in the im 
election gets 446 bonus dele- 
gates, whether the state is Cali- 
fornia or Alaska, while addi- 
tional bonus votes would de- 
pend on the electoral vote of 
the states carried by the Re- 
publicans. 


Opponents said that any plan 


that awards bonus delegates by 
states would be ruled uncon- 
stitutional* 


Search for Arabs continue 


ROME (AP) — The two 


Arabs wanted for the explosion 
aboard an Israeli airliner 
Wednesday may have sought 
refuge in Yugoslavia* police 
said today. 


One of them traveled on an 


Indian passport under the name 
of Ahmed Zaid, they said, and 
he often went to the Communist 
country across the Adriatic 
whose government has been 
closely allied with Egypt in the 
so-called nonaligned bloc. 


Police found explosives and 


related equipment in the Arabs' 
suburban apartment, as well as 
preparations for a victory din- 
ner. The two were said to have 
left Rome as soon as they 
learned the plane had not been 
blown up. 


The El Al 707 jet with 149 


persons aboard returned to 
Fiumicino Airport after an ex- 
plosion tore through the lug- 
gage compartment. The blast 
occurred 10 minutes after the 
plane took off for Tel Aviv. 
Four passengers suffered minor 
burns. 


Authorities said the Arabs 


put a time bomb in a record 
player and gave it to two vis- 
iting British girls they .made 
love to and talked into going to 
Tel Aviv. 


The 18-year-old girls told the 


police the record player was "a 
pledge of their love." 


"We gave them our love, arid 


what did we get in exchange?" 
said Ruth Watkin of Newcastle. 
"We could have died." 


"They were so kind," said 


her companion, Audrey Walton 
of Middlesborough. "How could 
they not have thought that we, 
too, might have been killed in 
the Mast." 


The girls gave the police pho- 


tographs of their Arab lovers 


taken during a beach outing. 


The girls arrived in Rome 


Aug. 3 and met the Arabs the 
next day. The men posed as 
Iranian tourists, they said. 


Police were guarding the 


girls in a Rome hotel.

This can be several 
minutes. Occasionally you are 
forgotten in the rush.

A poisoning or cardiac victim 
could die in that time.

StAN, China (AP) - A 


glimpse of modem China at 
play indicates this country of 
800 million will be a formidable 
competitor in world and Olym- 
pic competition in the future. 


The Organization for Sports 


is probably the most com- 
prehensive in the world today. 
The most popular sports in or- 
der are table tennis, basketball, 
various forms of shu (a cen- 
turies old sport once combative 
but now like gymnastics and 
scored on points), soccer, vol- 
leyball and then a number of 
other sports including track 
and field. 


China and Japan lead the 


world in table tennis, artd China 
should be among the leaden in 
volleyball, particularly girl's 
volleyball. Western style sports 
like basketball, track and field 
suffer from a lack of modem 
Western techniques. 


The Organization of Sports, 


however, guarantees further 
and probably rapid progress. It 
goes like this: 


Shensi province is of small to 


medium size with 21 million 
people. Sian is the capital. The 
province has 96 counties and 
three municipalities. These are 
under 21 districts. 


Each sport is broken down 


for competitive purposes into 
juniors and seniors. Although 
the age differs, generally jun- 
iors are those below 17 years of 
age. 


Each sport is again broken 


down between boys and girls. 


Therefore each competitive 


sport will have four cham- 
pions—boys, juniors and sen- 
iors, girls junior and seniors. 


First there is a competition 


for the county championship. 
The winners then go on for the 
district championship. District 
champions go on to compete for 
the province (state) champion- 
ship. 


Once the state championship 


is decided, the best players on 
all the teams are selected to 
represent, thfi *tate i*tbe( na- 
tional championships. 


They go into intensive six- 


week training sessions in the 
sports center here under the di- 
rection of 42 coaches. Juniors 
practice in the morning, seniors 
in the afternoon. 


Training completed, they go 


on to Peking for the national 
championships where the proc- 
ess is repeated. The best play- 
ers from all teams are again 


selected to represent China in 
international play. 


They live in a large Peking 


sports center like the one here 
in Sian and stay until their in- 
ternational competition is over 
under new coaches. Teachers in 
the sports center keep students 
up with their studies while they 
. train. 


Teams on the state level are 


usually made up of three 
fourths students and one fourth 
workers. 


The tallest man's basketball 


player in the country is over 
seven feet, According to a 
coach here, but 
generally 


speaking players 
practicing 


here seemed smaller than 
Western standards. 


The junior girls volleyball 


team practicing did have two 
or three players well over six 
feet. 


Track and field apparently is 


not .among the more popular 
-sports and they did not have 
particularly good times and dis- 
tances at this province level. 
The best time in the 100 meters 
was 11 seconds, 200 meters 22.5 
seconds, and 1,500 meters four 
minutes five seconds. 


However, on the national lev- 


el track and field makes a 
much better showing. Here's

Convention opens in Miami 
Beach next Monday, the UJS. 
Secret 
Service

responsible for the safety of five

WASHINGTON (AP) - Tne 


government has issued a pros* 
perous report for the April-June 
quarter: the economy grew 
more than expected, corporate 
profits increased strongly, and 
inflation was lower than antici- 
pated. 


The Commerce Department 


said Thursday the Gross Na- 
tional Product grew at a 9.4- 
per-cent rate in the second 
quarter, better than the 8.9-per- 
cent estimate of a month ago. 


The GNP revision made the 


economic growth during the 
quarter the highest since the 
fourth quarter of 1965, when the 
economy also advanced by 9.4 
per cent. 


The GNP is the total market 


value of the nation's goods and 
services and the broadest 
measure of the economy. 


The 
Nixon administration 


says it will be hard to sustain 
the second-quarter growth. The 
department said the GNP from 
April through June rose $30.3 
billion to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of $1.139 trillion. 


Corporate pretax profits in- 


creased at an annual rate of 
$4.9 billion, the department 
said. The increase brings the 
profits figure to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of $93.1 
billion in the second quarter. 


Only two weeks ago, Com- 


merce officials told industry 
sources privately that second- 
quarter corporate profits in- 
creased by $8 billion or more, a 
forecast mainly based on glit- 
tering profit reports by big cor- 
porations. But the department 
revised its estimate when more 
data came in. 


The department said the in- 


flation rate was 1.8 per cent, 
lower than the earlier estimate 
of 2.1 per cent. It was the low- 
est rate registered since the 
last three months of 1971, when 
the wage-price freeze played a 
major role. 


During the first three months 


of 1972, the economy grew at a 
6.5-per-cent rate 
while 
in- 


flation—caused by a price 
bulge after the freeze—rose by 
5.1 per cent.

Dealing the cards at the GOP convention 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 


In tempo and in tune with the 
will of the White House, Re- 
publicans are readying Presi- 
dent Nixon's GOP national con- 
vention, right on script. 


If anything happens that isn't 


in the text, an ample cadre of 
administration aides and politi- 
cal managers is on hand to 
deal with it. 


There has been no indication 


so far of major need for their 
services. 


The campaign buttons embla- 


zoning GOP lapels read "Nix- 
on, Now more than ever." It is 
an apt slogan at a convention 
dominated in every aspect by 
the President the GOP will re- 
nominate next Tuesday. 


The platform draft the party 


begins unveiling today is a 
White House production. A pre- 
liminary draft 
was written 


there. While it was condensed, 
indications are that there have 
been no significant departures 
from the administration text. 


And while that has produced 


liberal complaints, it would in 
fact be surprising if such were 
not the case. Platforms are tai- 
lored to the views of candi- 
dates, and in the case of the 
Republicans, there is only one, 
Nixon., 


Republican rule-makers saw 


to that by drafting an instant 
change in the regulations that 
will guarantee only Nixon's 
name is placed in presidential 
nomination. 


"This is an exciting con- 


vention," said Sen. Robert J. 
Dole of Kansas, the Republican 
national chairman. "We have 
had differences of opinion and 
we have resolved those differ- 
ences of opinion." 


But it took a low threshhold 


of excitement to find much in 
the Republican preliminaries. 


Administration officials looked 
on — and, according to some 
liberal critics, prodded — as 
GOP panels and leaders ar- 
ranged for the renomination 
ceremonies. 


"It's almost like we were 


here to attend the coronation of 
Richard the first," said Rep. 
Paul N. McCloskey Jr. of Cali- 
fornia, the liberal who staged a 
brief, futile challenge to Presi- 
dent Nixon in the early pri- 
maries. 


"Nothing will be said to em- 


barrass 
the 
President," 


McCloskey said. "Nothing will 
be allowed to disturb the care- 
fully staged management of 
this convention." 


The Californian sought to 


have a delegate seated to cast 
the one vote committed to him 
for presidential nomination; the 
Republican National Committee 
rejected that unanimously. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New 


York was the dissenter-in-chief 
for the liberal side at GOP plat- 
form hearings, and that clearly 
was the way the administration 
wanted it. For a while Javits 
disputed the Nixon position on 
some issues, and called for to- 
tal U.S. withdrawal from South 


Vietnam. He is firmly support- 
ing the President for re-elec- 
tion. 


John D. Ehrlichman, a top 


White House aide; Herbert G.
